It is a very simple design, with the 
flowers in gay colours. 

We show it photographed on the page 
opposite so that you can see how it looks 
on a dressing-table, and on the cover you 
will be able to get an excellent idea of the 
colours. 

For a duchess-set like the one shown, 
there is a centre runner measuring 33 by 
114 inches, an oblong mat, 10 by 7? inches 
and two small mats 6 inches square, but 
these sizes can be varied to suit your own 
dressing-table. Each mat has a hem- 
stitched hem, 1} inches wide. 

The dress and parasol are outlined in 
violet-blue stem-stitch and the underskirt 
has a-pretty pattern of pale blue flowers 
and tiny pink spots. The hat has pink 
roses on it, and the ribbon is pale blue. 
Her arms are pink satin-stitch, and the 
little lady carries a bunch of pink roses 





Her Garden 


and mauve daisies. The hollyhocks are in 
shades of pink, and the daisies at the foot 
are white with yellow centres. Next is 
a cluster of mauve aubrietia, a bed of 
blue forget-me-nots (indicated by pack- 
stitches), a group of pink tulips, a clump 
of magenta aubrietia, more blue forget- 
me-nots, a group of tall mauve iris, and 
another small group of pink tulips at the 
hem of the dress. 

The other groups of flowers are worked 
in the same way, but the colours can be 
varied a little, if you prefer. Only easy 
stitches, lazy-daisy loops, buttonhole- 
stitches, buttonhole-rings, stem-stitch and 
satin-stitch are used. 

The design would also look very 
attractive worked on a morning-set con- 


sisting of cosy, traycloth and napkin; 


a chairback could have the design worked 
at one end. A cushion cover, guest- 
towel, or nightdress sachet are other ideas 
for which the transfer could be adapted. 
Choose any pastel shade for the background. 


Use ANCHOR Stranded

Four ounces of ‘‘ Greenock’’ Super Fingering, 
2-ply (obtainable only at branches of SCOTCH 
WOOL & HOSIERY STORES) ; a pair of No. 11 
and a pair of No. 13 “ Stratnoid’”’ knitting pins. 


Tension and Measurements 


Worked at a tension of 84 stitches to the inch 
in width on the No. 11 pins, the following measure- 
ments ave attained after light pressing : Round the 
bust, 34 inches ; front length from shoulder seam 
to lower edge, 18 inches ; back length, 17 inches ;

Mix this to a thick batter and beat it well, 
then cover the basin and stand it in a warm place 
for about forty-five minutes, until it rises and 
becomes full of bubbles. 

Meanwhile, wash, pick over and dry the 
currants, and cut the peel into very small pieces. 
Mix these together on a plate. 

Sift the remainder of the flour into another 
basin with a pinch of salt, rub in the margarine 
and then mix in the sugar (2 ozs.). 

When the yeast mixture is ready, Seaaualiy 
stir in the flour, etc., in the other:.basin, adding 
also the beaten egg, "and a littl more milk as 
may be required. Beat-this well, then cover and 
put to rise ina warm place until it swells to double 
its bulk. It will probably take about 1} to 2 
hours. : 

When ready, turn it on to a floured board and 
divide into two portions. Work each portion 
until smooth, then roll out to a long oblong. 


,Brush each with the butter (melted) and 
sprinkle with the prepared fruit, pressing it down 
lightly to make it adhere, then roll up and form 
into a ring, damping the ends to make them join 
securely. 

Place each on a lightly greased and floured tin 
and cut with scissors, but not quite through

oe fascinating set ot dolls’ turniture is made of 
cardboard, covered with pretty flowered chintz. 
[It would delight the heart of any small child, 

and is quite easy to make. 

To make the divan, you will need a boot-box 
about 11 inches long by 63 inches wide, with the sides 
cut down so that it stands two inches from the 
ground. When inverted the base of the boot-box 
forms the foundation for the mattress to rest on. 
Cover the divan neatly with flowered chintz, pasting 
it on with “ Seccotine.”’ 

Cut a curved headboard to fit the top of the bed, 
cover this with chintz and stitch it to the bed. 

The dressing-table, cut from cardboard, has a 
kidney-shaped top, 6 inches long by 4 inches wide. 
[t stands 3 inches high, with three pieces of cardboard 
gummed below to form supports at the back and 
sides.

to the centre and at equal distances 
apart, and pulling each piece out slightly 
and turning it over as shown. 

Cover again and put into a warm 
place to rise for about twenty minutes, 
then put into a hot oven to bake. Twenty 
minutes is sufficient time to allow. 

When ready, brush with sugar and 
milk glaze, and return to the oven fora 
few minutes to dry. 

Serve hot or cold. If the latter, some- 
times I omit the glaze, and when the bun 
is cool, brush it with thin water icing, 
and leave to set. 

To make the glaze, mix the milk and 
sugar together until dissolved. 

This amount of dough will make two 
rings as shown. 


To Make Hot. Cross Buns 


Make the dough in the same way, only 
mix 1m the prepared fruit, after rubbing 
in the. margarine. 

When risen, divide into small por- 
tions and form into bun shapes. 

Place on greased and floured tins, 
mark a cross on each with the back of 
a knife, put to rise again for twenty 
minutes, then bake and glaze.

There is a pillow, 4 by 2} inches, 
with a hemstitched pillow-slip. This 
slips inside a frilled outer covering of 
chintz.
